At Naples the tramway workers had 
struck; there was a long row of empty 
ears in the Riviera Chiaia, while on 
the Piazza til Triomfo 
a 
crowd of 
drivers and conductors had assem­ 
bled.

crowd of Neapolitans, as lively and 
mobile as quicksilver. 
Higher than their heads, behind the 
garden fence, the glistening jet oi a 
fountain hung In the air like a sword. 
The tramway workers were surround­ 
ed by a larger crowd who wanted to , 
go by tram car to the various parts of j 
the town. 
All these, clerks, artisans, 
petty traders, seamstresses, denounced 
the strikers In a loud and angry tone. 
The strikers 
looked 
gloomy, and 
pressed against each other, hardly re­ 
sponding to the angry shouts of the 
crowd. 
They climbed upon the rail­ 
ings and cast restless glances Into the 
streets over the head of the people. 
The strikers resembled a pack of 
wolves surrounded by dogs 
It was 
clear to everybody that these people, 
wearing the same uniform, w ere bound 
together by a firm resolve not to give 
In; and this infuriated the crowd still 
more. 
There were, however philoso­ 
phers In Its midst who, while smoking 
away at their pipes, tried to pacify 
the more violent opponents of tile 
strike. 
“Eh, Signor! 
What is to be done lf 
there is not enough money to buy 
mocaroni for the children?” 
Wrangling, jeers, reproaches anni! , 
admonition were suddenly cut short; 
a new current swept the crowd as if 
reconciling it; 
the 
strikers looked 
gloomier still, and pressed closer to­ 
gether. 
Voices in the crowd called 
out; 
“Soldiers!” 
With a light dancing step from tho 
Santa Lucia Quay came Utile gray sol­ 
diers, stamping their feet regularly, 
and mechanically swinging their left 
arms 
They seemed to be made of 
tin. and as frail as factory-made toys 
The crowd drew back from the rats, 
the soldiers, like gray beads, became 
scattered 
alongside 
the 
cars; 
the 
strikers remained on the platforms. 
The man in the silk hat and some 
ethers who surrounded 
him 
swung 
their arms wildly and shouted: 
“The

D’ you hear?” 
The officer twisted his mustache, 
his head drooping. 
A man waved his 
silk hat and ran up to him. saying 
something in a hoarse voice. 
The of­ 
ficer looked at him askance, standing 
erect, and gave the word of command 
in a loud tone. 
The soldiers in twos and threes be­ 
gan to Jump on the platforms of the 
cars. 
At the same time the drivers 
and conductors were pushed off 
This seemed to amuse the onlook­ 
ers, who broke out Into laughter and 
whistling, which, however, only lasted 
for a moment 
People drew back from the cars, 
their faces wearing a longer aud older 
expression and their eyes wide open 
with astonishment. 
They all pressed 
forward toward the front of the car. 
Within a yard or two of the wheels 
a gray haired driver with the face of 
a soldier could be seen, his cap off. 
lying on the rails. 
He lay on his 
back, his long mustache shooting up­ 
ward. Au adroit youth, with the move­

The man 
In the Panama hat pulled it off his 
head, threw it up in the air. and was 
the first to lie down by the side of a 
striker; he patted him on the back, 
and shouted something approve gly 
right in his face.

to one horse power, it would require 
840,000 men to produce as much en­ 
ergy as the 70,000 borse-power de­ 
veloped by the turbine machinery ut 
the express ( guarder Lusitania. Then 
if the men were to work on the eight 
hour day system those figures would 
give a total of 2,520,000, that being 
the number of men whose strength 
would be necessary to drive the vessel 
across the Atlantic ocean Ho it would 
take all the men In Scotland to supply 
the energy produced all the da\ round 
by the wonderful turbine machinery of 
thlB great ship.—Railway and 
Loco 
motive Kngineer.
